Founded  on  the  System  of  Gravitation  of  the  great 
Sir  Isaac  Newton  ; 

Which  Tables  are  found  wonderfully  to  agree  with  Observations  to 
a  surprising  Exactness. 

[These  are  the  Tables  I  have  used  for  some  Years  past.] 


JHPHIS  Year  affordeth  only  Two  Eclipses,  both  of  the 
X  great  Luminary  the  Sun,  nearly  central ;  one  before 
he  acquireth  the  Point  of  his  Apogee,  and  the  other  after; 
and  when  in  any  year  two  Solar  Eclipses  are  so  circum- 
stanced, that  Year  affordetb  no  Lunar  Eclipse  :  First, 
because  the  Time  of  Conjunction  happeneth  so  near  the 
Lunar  Nodes,  or  Intersections  of  her  Orbit  with  that  of 
the  Earth  (or  Sun,  if  you  will  have  it  so)  viz.  the  Ecliptic ; 
the  Opposition,  either  preceding  such  Conjunction,  or 
Micceeding  it,  falleth  too  remote  from  them  to  eclipse  the 
Moon  at  such  Opposition,  her  Latitude  at  all  such  Oppo- 
sitions exceeding  the  sum  of  her  Semidiameter,  and  that 
of  the  Earth's  Shade  5  consequently,  they  interfere  not 
with  each  other. — But  to  return  : 

The  First  of  these  Solar  Eclipses  happeneth  on  Friday, 
the  16th  day  of  May,  in  the  Morning  ;  the  Apparent 
Time  of  the  Ecliptic  Conjunction  is  (by  my  Numbers  in 
respect  to  London)  at  Seven  o'Clock  exactly ;  but  notwith- 
standing it  happeneth  when  the  Sun  is  pretty  high,  at  so 
commodious  a  time  of  the  Day,  the  Moon  at  that  time 
having  South  Latitude,  and  that  Latitude  increased  by 
her  Parallax  (which  is  always  the  case  in  these  Northern)

Regions)  this  Eclipse  proves  invisible  to  us  ;  but  in  the 
Southern  Regions  this  will  be  a  very  considerable  Eclipse, 
for  in  76  deg.  31  min.  of  East  Longitude  from  London, 
in  Lat.  6.  deg.  36  min.  North,  the  Sun  will  be  centrally 
eclipsed  at  Noon-day,  and  will  encompass  the  Moons  dark 
Body  on  all  Sides  with  a  beautiful  Annulus  or  Ring  of 
Light,  of  nearly  half  a  Digit  in  Breadth  ;  which  place 
falls  between  the  Maldive  Islands  and  the  Island  of  Ceylon 
in  the  Indian  Sea,  S.  W.  of  Cape  Comorin.  This  central 
Appearance  will  fall  upon  them  about  53  min.  after  our  6 
o'Clock  in  the  Morning. 

The  Second  and  last  Eclipse  pertaining  to  this  Year, 
which,  I  have  before  told  you,  is  of  the  Sun,  happened 
on  Sunday  the  9th  day  of  November,  at  about  7  min.  past 
our  Two  o'Clock  in  the  Morning  ;  consequently  I  need 
not  put  myself  to  much  pains  to  prove  it  invisible  in  these 
Kingdoms,  or  even  throughout  all  Europe.  But  it  will  be 
a  very  great  Ellipse  in  the  Southern  parts  of  the  World, 
for  the  Sun  will  be  both  centrally  and  totally  eclipsed  at 
12  o'Clock  at  Noon,  in  Latitude  about  8  deg.  South,  and 
Longitude  about  149  deg.  East  from  London;  which  place 
falls  in  the  Island  of  New  Britain,  near  what  is  called 
Dampiers  Passage,  in  the  Great  South  Sea.  This  gloomy 
Darkness  will,  no  doubt,  be  no  small  Terror  to  the  Inha- 
bitants of  those  Parts,  especially  if  it  comes  upon  them 
unawares  or  by  surprise — Hence,  this  Eclipse  will  be  visi- 
ble (more  or  less)  to  the  extensive  Island  of  New  Guinea, 
which  lies  to  the  north  of  New  Holland,  from  which  it  is 
only  separated  by  Endeavour  Straits  ;  it  also  will  be  visible 
to  the  Island  of  New  Ireland,  Queen  Charlotte's  Islands, 
*  the  New  Hebrides,  and  other  Islands  that  are  scattered 
around,  near  those  Islands. 


Other  Appearances  in  the  Heavens. 

THE  most  remarkable  Appearances  and  Occupations  of 
the  Fixed  Stars,  this  Year,  are  these  following ;  which  I 
have  taken  some  pains  to  exhibit  to  view,  for  the  sake  of 
such  curious  Persons  as  delight  in  contemplating  the 
beautiful  Structure  and  wonderful  Harmony  of  the  Celes- 
tial Bodies—  the  Works  of  an  Almighty  Power ! 

1,  Oa 
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h  On  Thursday  April  3d,  at  28  min.  past  11  at  Night, 
according  to  Apparent  Time,  the  Moon's  Southern  Limb 
covers  or  eclipses  the  bright  Stat 
in  the  South  Balance,  which  is  of 
the  2d  magnitude  :  The  Star  will 
continue*behind  the  Moon  for  the 
space  of  25  min.  as  in  the  annexed 
/*E  Type  ;  the  Immersion  being  at  I, 
and  the  Emersion  at  E,  at  53  min. 
past  11,  when  the  Star  will  appear 
again  to  the  Right- Hand  of  the 
Moon's  Limb,  as  the  Type  shevveth. 

2.  There  will  be  another  visible  Transit  of  the  Moon 
over  the  bright  Star  in  the  South  Balance,  on  Wednesday 

the  2Sth  of  May,  when  the  Moons 
South  Limb  will  take  the  Star,  as 
at  I,  at  2  min.  after  9  at  Night 
JtfooJl.  (Apparent  Time)  as  appears  by 

the  annexed  Type  5  the  Star  will 
continue  behind  the  Moon  1  hour 
and  3  min.  when  it  will  appear 
again  to  the  Right  of  the  Moons 
I  Limb,  as  at  E,  5  min.  after  10  at 

Night,  called  the  Emersion. 

Note. — These  Calculations  are  made  for  the  Meridian  and  Latitude 
cf  London,  but  the  Delineations  of  their  Appearance  will  very  well 
serve  the  United  Kingdom,  though  the  time  will  vary.  To  the  East 
of  the  Meridian  of  London,  it  wHl  be  later;  but  to  the  West,  it  will 
be  sooner. — Note  also,  The  Moon  being  near  the  Full,  her  Light  will 
obscure  the  Star  from  the  naked  Eye;  therefore  a  Telescope  of  some 
sort  will  be  necessary  to  view  these  Occultations,  which  will  make  the 
Moon  and  Star  beautiful  to  behold. 

3.  That  beautiful  Star,  the  Planet  Jupiter,  will  come 
to  an  opposition  of  the  Sun  on  the  27th  of  May,  when 
that  Planet  will  be  much  nearer  to  the  Earth ;  hence  for 
that  Month,  and  the  Month  after,  when  the  nights  are 
clear,  that  Planet  will  appear  beautiful,  and  then  is  the 
best  time  for  viewing  his  Belt-like  Appearances,  and  the 
Configurations  of  his  four  Moons  or  Satellites. — But  it 
requires  a  proper  Telescope  to  do  it  weH. 

.  4.  That 
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4.  That  dull  Star,  the  Planet  Saturn,  will  come  to  an 
Opposition  of  the  Sun  this  year,  on  the  26th  day  of  August, 
when  this  Planet  also  will  be  much  nearer  to  the  Earth  ; 
hence  that  Month,  and  the  Month  after,  will,  when  the 
Nights  are  clear,  afford  the  best  time  for  viewing  his  Ring 
and  Satellites  j  but  it  will  require  a  good  and  powerful 
Telescope,  much  mode  so  than  for  viewing  Jupiter,  espe- 
cially to  see  any  of  his  Moons  or  Satellites.  This  Planet, 
being  so  far  from  the  Sun,  has  got  no  less  than  7  Moons 
to  light  up  his  dreary  Nights,  beside  the  light  of  his 
wonderful  Ring.  It  is  computed  that  the  distance  of 
Saturn  from  the  'Sun,  is  no  less  than  Seven  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  Millions  of  Miles,  which  is  between  nine 
and  ten  times  farther  than  the  Earth  5  therefore  the  Light 
and  Heat  at  Saturn  will  be  90  times  less  than  it  is  with  us. 
Ninety  times  less  !  Why  this  is  enough  to  freeze  one§  very 
Thoughts  !  Well,  all  the  Works  and  Ways  of  Providence 
are  wonderful  surely  they  who  neglect  or  despise  Philo- 
sophy, must  be  sottish  Creatures  indeed  !  they  little  know 
the  Pleasures  that  arise  from  its  various  and  noble  Spe- 
culations. 

From  hence  how  large,  how  strong  the  Sun's  bright  Ball ! 
But  seen  from  thence,  how  languid  and  how  small ! 
When  the  keen  North  with  ali  its  Fury  blows, 
Congeals  the  Floods,  and  forms  the  fleecy  Snows, 
'Tis  Heat  intense  to  what  can  there  be  knowD  : 
Warmer  our  Poles  than  is  it s  burning  Zone. 
One  Moment's  Cold,  Ike  theirs,  would  pierce  the  Bone, 
Freeze  the  Heart's  Blood,  and  turn  us  all  to  stone. 

Upon  the  Harvest  Fall  Moon. 

THE  Harvest  Full  Moon  is  distinguished  by  the  com- 
mon People  (who  were  the  first  and  greatest  observers  of 
it)  as  affording  extraordinary  Light  soon  after  Sun-set,  in 
the  Autumnal  Season,  for  reaping  the  Fruits  of  the  Earth 
and  gathering  the  Harvest,  in  these  temperate  Climates, 
where  this  Harvest  Full  Moon  is  most  wanted,  and  there- 
fore most  usefully  contrived  by  Providence. 

This  Full  Moon  happens  for  most  advantage,  when  the 
Angle  of  the  Ecliptic,  or  Moon's  Orbit,  and  the  Horizon, 
at  Moon  Rising,  makes  the  least  Angle,  being  when  the 
Sign  Aries  rises  and  Libra  sets.  And  contrarily,  when 
Libra  rises  and  Aries  sets,  this  Angle  of  the  Ecliptic  (or 
the  Moon*s  Orbit  nearly)  and  the  Horizon  is  the  greatest, 

or 
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or  nearly  the  least,  when  the  Sign  Pisces  rises  and  Virgo 
sets,  or  nearly  the  greatest,  when  Virgo  rises  and  Pisces 
sets.  So  that  the  Autumnal  and  Vernal  Full  Moons  afford 
the  greatest  and  least  Light,  also  rising  the  soonest  and 
latest,  after  Sun-set  respectively.  Again,  when  the  Har- 
vest Full  Moon  at  Rising  happens  to  be  in  the  beginning 
of  Aries,  and  near  her  Nodes,  or  has  but  small  Latitude, 
the  Angle  that  the  Moon's  Orbit  then  makes  with  the 
Horizon  at  Rising,  will  be  least,  or  nearly  so ;  and  there- 
fore her  Depression  below  the  Horizon  for  one  Day's  mo- 
tion, or  more,  will  be  the  least  also  5  when  she  will  afford 
the  greatest  Light  for  the  Farmer's  use,  rising  the  soonest 
after  Sun-set  for  a  week.  Tis  evident  this  Full  Moon 
will  always  happen  near  the  Autumnal  Equinox  (as  is  pro- 
videntially ordered)  when  the  Sun  sets  in  Libra;  the  in- 
tervals of  her  Rising  for  two  successive  Evenings  will  be 
very  small,  scarcely  exceeding  30  Minutes  of  Time.  In 
Summer,  the  Full  Moons  are  low,  and  stay  but  short, 
when  Nights  are  short  and  Moon-light  is  least  wanted ; 
in  Winter,  the  Full  Moons  go  high,  and  stay  long,  when 
Nights  are  long  and  Moon-light  most  wanted  :  Therefore 
this  is  one  of  the  innumerable  instances  of  the  most  con- 
summate Wisdom  of  the  Supreme  Being,  in  the  Contri- 
vance of  his  Works  of  Creation.  Now,  then,  the  Harvest 
Moons  affording  the  less  Light,  has  been  for  the  Last  Nine 
years,  ending  with  the  year  1815  5  and  the  Harvest  Moons 
affording  the  greater  Light,  will  fall  out  in  the  next  Ten 
years,  beginning  with  the  year  1816,  and  ending  with 
the  year  1825.

Long  was  Liberty  of  Consience  refused 
to  the  insulted  Nation,  which  had  been  for  ages,  by  the 
Despots,  the  Scourge  of  all  their  Neighbours.  This  Peo- 
ple at  once  rose  up,  as  in  one  day,  in  opposition  to  the  com- 
bined Power  of  their  King,  their  Priests,  and  their  Nobles, 
and  dared  to  say,  We  will  be  free  ! — But,  alas  !  those 
Struggles  have  occasioned  much  Bloodshed,  and  the  com- 
mission of  Crimes  which  afflicted  a  great  many  of  their 
own  Nation,  as  well  as  others  throughout  all  Europe,  that 
none  can  think  of  them  but  with  the  greatest  Anguish 
and  Concern.  But  yet,  according  to  Scripture  Prophecies 
respecting  the  Downfall  of  Popery  and  Anti-Christian 
Usurpations,  together  with  the  Superstition  and  Pride  of 
Rome,  they  must  have  their  final  Fall  and  Accomplish- 
ment in  some  Period  of  Time,  and  it  is  even  now  at  this 
hour  working  its  way  both  in  France,  Spain,  and  other 
Countries ;  and  Babylon  the  Great  shall  come  in  Remem- 
brance, and  God  will  avenge  the  Blood  of  his  righteous 
i  People.  Let  us  all  stand  in  awe  at  the  righteous  Judg- 
ments of  God,  which  are  still  abroad  in  the  Earth  !  How 
blind  is  Man  !  We  only  know  that  in  God  dwelleth  Wis- 
dom, Justice,  and  Goodness;  but  we  are  incapable  of 
tracing  the  Sphere  of  his  Operations.  Let  us  pray  for  our 
King  and  Country,  and  hope  that  the  Period  is  approach- 
ing, when  Atheism,  Infidelity,  War,  and  Slavery,  shall 
be  annihilated.  1  now  invite  all  Men  to  consider  the 
Signs  of  these  Times ;  and  as  Individuals,  and  as  a  Na- 
tion, may  we  repent  and  reform,  so  that  the  Divine  Dis- 
pleasure may  be  averted  from  this  our  guilty  Land  and 
Nation !

Of  the  Brumal  Ingress,  or  Winter  Quarter. 

I  come  now  to  consider,  from  Secondary  Causes,  what 
will  probably  be  transacted  upon  the  Stage  of  Europe  this 
present  year  1817.  Of  late  Years,  the  Affairs  of  Europe 
have  been  in  a  strange  ferment ;  many  remarkable  Trans- 
actions have  turned  up,  and  wonderful  Events  have  taken 
place  j  and  I  justly  fear  all  is  not  yet  settled,  but  that 

some 
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some  further  strange  Occurences  will  break  out  in  some 
future  Years. — Quod  Dens  divertat ! 

This  Quarter  begins  at  the  Time  of  the  Earth's  touch- 
ing the  Northern  Tropic  (turning  us  her  Northern  Inha- 
bitants to  our  greatest  Obliquity  with  respect  to  the  Sun's 
vivifying  Heat)  thereby  reducing  our  Days  to  their  least 
Fktent,  and  contrarywise  extending  oiuv  Nights  to  their 
utmost  Length  \  which  great  Obliquity  of  the  Suns  Rays, 
and  Shortness  of  his  stay  above  the  Horizon,  produces 
the  coldness  of  the  Season  j  and  this  when  the  Sun,  ac- 
cording to  Appearances,  touches  the  other  Tropical  Point, 
viz.  that  of  Capricorn,  which  this  year  happens  on  Sunday 
the  22d  of  December  18t(>,  at  27  min.  past  c2  in  the  Morn- 
ing, when  5  deg.  of  are  culminating^  and  36*  deg.  of 
occupieth  the  Ascendant ;  the  ])  ab  $  <J  et  (j  of  $ ,  et 
ad  cS  of  F2  .  The  Planets  are  at  this  Time  all  under  the- 
Earth  or  sub  Terra:  the  Planet  Jupiter  in  29  deg.  of 
and  Mars  in  6  deg.  of  f ,  posited  in  the  %&  House  of  the 
Figure 5  the  Sun  and  §  in  the  3d  House,  nearly  in  Con- 
junction; the  ])  with  "2/  and  <j> ,  in  the  lower  Angle  or  4  th 
House.  These  are  the  principal  Configurations  of  the 
Planets  at  this  Ingress  of  the  Sun  into  Capricorn.  Hence 
it  appears,  that  though  this  Season  is  unfit  for  Action, 
yet  we  shall  assuredly  rind  it  a  very  busy  Quarter  for  Con- 
sultation in  the  Cabinets  of  Kings  and  Princes,  and  that 
in  a  secret  manner  too,  as  appeal's  by  the  Planets  being 
all  under  the  Earth.  The  Face  of  the  Heavens  at  this 
Ingress,  I  fear,  is  no  way  very  favourable  to  Us,  on  ac- 
count of  the  approaching  square  Aspect  of  Jupiter,  and 
Saturn  ;  and  the  People  are  still  complaining,  and  well 
they  may,  at  the  distress  of  the  Times  ;  yet  we  may  justly 
hope  this  will  not  be  of  long  Continuance.  The  Aspect 
of  the  Times,  to  be  sure,  is  somewhat  alarming,  for, 
what  could  have  been  more  unexpected  by  most  People, 
than  the  Events  of  the  las:  two  or  three  years,  at  the 
beginning  of  them  ?  What  a  total  revolution  in  France, 
what  Reverses  of  Fortune  !  and  in  the  late  dreadful  Bat- 
tle*, what  a  Waste  of  Life!  In  how  bloody  a  War  have 
we  been  engaged  !  How  inconsiderable  in  its  JSeginning 
some  years  ago,  but  latterly  how  rapid  and  wide  its  Pro- 
gress !   At  first  it  resembled  Elijah's  Cloud,  appeared  no 

bigger 
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bigger  than  a  Man's  Hand ;  but  it  afterwards  covered  and 
darkened  the  whole  European  Hemisphere  !  Under  the 
Guidance,  however,  of  Divine  Revelation,  the  contempla- 
tive Mind  may  discern  the  Signs  of  those  Times,  and  the 
Hand  of  Providence  directing  the  Madness  of  the  People. 
And  I  have  still  some  Reason  to  fear  that  all  the  Troubles 
of  Europe  are  not  quite  at  an  End,  for  Matters  of  Import- 
ance seem  yet  to  be  hammering  on  the  political  Anvil  of 
the  different  States  of  Europe,  and  the  Configurations  of 
the  Planets  that  are  now  coming  forward  will  most  po- 
tently affect  some  of  the  Italian  States,  and  several  parts 
of  Germany.  The  Ottoman  Empire  will  be  somewhat  dis- 
turbed, and  new  Troubles  are  likely  to  arise  in  the  North, 
in  the  course  of  this  year.  The  Spanish  Nation,  that 
great  Prop  and  Support  of  Papal  Power  and  Superstition, 
is  mainly  concerned  j  some  great  Changes  seem  to  be  ap- 
proaching them  5  and  there  are  several  other  Places  too, 
and  Parts  of  the  World,  that  will  feel  the  severe  and 
heavy  Hand  of  Divine  Providence  !  Of  all  the  Plagues 
and  Judgments  that  God  is  pleased  to  inflict  on  Mankind, 
that  of  Earth auAKEs  is  the  most  tremendous.  A  late 
Instance  of  some  Shocks  of  an  Earthquake  was  felt  in  the 
Month  of  last  March,  about  Nottingham,  Lincoln,  and 
some  other  Parts  and  Places  adjacent ;  which  caused  great 
Consternation  and  Alarm  among  the  Inhabitants,  by  the 
shaking  of  Buildings,  &c.  A  loud  rumbling  noise  was 
heard,  but  no  Damage  was  done  *.  We  ought  to  be  thank- 
ful to  God  for  his  Mercies:  Oh,  England,  England,  be 
grateful  for  the  present  Peace,  for  all  the  Mercies  of  a 
gracious  God  bestowed  upon  thee;  since  great  they  are, 
in  sparing  his  Judgments,  repeating  his  Warnings,  and 
giving  us  time  to  repent  of  our  sanguine  Crimes,  which 
loudly  call  for  the  impending  Vengeance  !  Oh,  that  Peo- 
ple would  turn  from  their  wicked  Ways,  and  obey  the 
Commands  of  that  Awful  Being,  in  whose  power  it  is  to 
destroy  us  in  a  moment !  But  to  return.  The  Weather 
in  this  Quarter  is  likely  to  be  various,  with  much  Wet  or 
Snow,  high  Winds,  with  a  cold  sharp  Air,  &c.

Now  Winter's  Horrors  leave  Britannia's  Isle, 
And  blooming  Spring  begins  again  to  smile;

A  Scheme  of  the  Grand  Radix  of  the  Year's  Revolution, 
Or,  the  Sun's  Return  into  Aries.  1817. 


THIS  Quarter,  my  Friends,  begins  on  Thursday  the 
20th  day  of  March,  at  5  min.  past  10  o'clock  at  Night, 
when  the  Face  of  the  Heavens  is  as  represented  in  the 
above  Scheme :  At  which  Time  12  deg.  of  frj>  culminate, 
and  21  deg.  of  Tfl  ascend.  By  taking  a  survey  of  the 
Figure,  I  find  the  Planets  Saturn  and  Mars  within  Orbs 
of  a  Conjunction  ;  and  also  the  two  Grand  Superiors 
within  Orbs  of  a  Zodiacal  Square  Aspect  j  the  Moon  at  the 
same  time  defluxing  frem  a  Sextile  Aspect  of  Saturn,  and 
hastening  to  a  Sextile  bf  the  Planet  Mercury,  and  from 
thence  to  a  Square  of  Mars.  From  these  Positions  of  the 
Planets,  it  appears  that  at.  this  time  the  Public  Affairs  of 
Europe  are  in  a  more  quiet  and  settled  Posture  than  they 
have  been  for  several  years  past  j  for  some  of  the  Aspects 
fend  Configurations  of  the  Planets  are  of  a  more  healing 

Nature, 
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Nature,  with  respect  to  the  Councils  of  Nations,  and  the 
People  amongst  themselves  ;  and  I  hope  under  the  salu- 
brifous  Influences  of  these  Positions,  we  may  expect  Pros- 
perity to  the  Traffic  and  Commerce  of  Great  Britain, 
Yet,  notwithstanding  this  pacific  Ingress,  it  appears  by 
some  of  the  Positions  of  the  Planets,  that  the  full  Felicity 
of  Europe  is  not  quite  completed  ;  some  farther  Work  is 
to  be  done ;  all  Hands  must  be  employed,  and  Heads  too, 
before  erery  thing  is  brought  to  its  level,  and  happy  con- 
clusion. There  are  still  Complaints,  both  for  want  of 
Money  and  want  of  Trade.  Again,  some  of  the  Configu- 
rations of  the  Planets  seem  to  point  at  the  Authority  and 
Power  of  the  Pope  and  Church  of  Rome,  for  the  Jesuits 
and  other  Doctors  of  the  Romish  Church  have  for  a  long 
time  lurked  under  the  Cloak  of  pretended  Antiquity,  per- 
sonal Succession,  and  false  Mrracles ;  but  these  old  ragged 
Coverings  will  no  longer  hide  those  Errors  and  Idolatries 
which  the  Pope  hath  brought  into  the  Church  ;  their  self- 
ish Views  and  tyrannical  Principles  have  given  all  good 
Men  a  just  sense  of,  and  prejudice  to,  so  superstitious 
and  cruel  a  Religion  3  the  God  of  Peace  cannot  approve  a 
Worship  that  delights  to  shed  human  Blood :  What  Crimes, 
what  Murders,  and  what  Robberies,  have  Papists  com- 
mitted in  France,  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  as 
well  as  in  Spain  and  other  Places  \  It  can  never  be  un- 
reasonable to  expose  a  Religion  so  destructive  of  the  Peace 
and  Happiness  of  Societies  ;  so  derogatory  tG  the  glory 
of  Con  ;  so  contrary  to  the  main  end  and  purpose  of 
Christianity  5  and  that  persecutes,  with  such  unrelenting 
Barbarity,  those  that  have  the  Courage  and  Honesty  to 
oppose  its  Innovations.  It  appears  by  the  Signs  of  the 
Times  that  the  season  of  her  Decay  is  at  hand :  and  her 
Destruction,  and  the  vast  Revolution  that  will  happen 
thereupon  in  the  Affairs  of  God's  Church,  is  not  very 
far  distant,  I  am  persuaded :  My  reasons  for  which  are, 
the  violent  Shocks  it  has  lately  undergone,  and,  like  a 
Man  that  has  swallowed  Poison,  it  carries  its  Death  in  its 
very  Constitution.  Men's  Minds  are  become  more  en- 
lightened, so  that  Superstition  and  Bigotry  must  recede, 
and  the  Spirit  of  Liberty  (both  Civil  and  Religious)  spread 
far  and  wide ;  and  that  Tyranny  and  Oppression  must  in 
time  give  way — for  there  are  certain  Bounds  set  by  Pro- 
vidence, beyond  which  the  greatest  and  most  ambitious 

among 
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among  Men  cannot  go.  The  Heavens  seem  to  frustrate 
their  wicked  Designs ;  and  material  Changes  are  about 
to  approach  the  Spanish  Nation,  that  great  Pillar  of 
Popish  Superstition. 

Of  the  JEstivalj  or  Summer  Quarter. 
THIS  Quarter  takes  its  Beginning  when  the  Earth, 
having  acquired  her  greatest  variation  from  the  Equator, 
toucheth  the  first  point  of  the  Tropical  Sign  Capricorn, 
advancing  Us,  her  Northern  Inhabitants,  to  our  greatest 
portion  of  Day ;  when  the  Sim,  that  glorious  Lamp  of 
Heaven,  coming  nearest  our  Vertex,  affordeth  us  our 
greatest  portion  of  his  Light  and  Heat,  and  according  to 
appearance  enters  the  Tropic  of  Cancer  ;  which  either 
way  taken,  happens  this  year  on  Saturday  the  21st  of 
June,  at  30  min.  past  8  o'Clock  in  the  Evening ;  when 
4  deg.  of  Vf  cuts  the  Horoscope,  and  10  deg.  of  v\  the 
Mid-heaven.  The  3)  ab  □  of  g ,  et  A  of  $  .  The  Planets 
are  all  under  the  Earth,  except  the  Moon  and  Jupiter ; 
the  Moon  was  near  her  first  Quarter,  and  following  the 
Sun  down  the  Western  Sky  $  the  Planet  Jupiter  was  ad- 
vancing towards  the  Meridian,  in  a  Square  Aspect  of 
Saturn;  both  which  Planets  are  now  moving  retrograde. 
From  this  Figure  of  the  Summer  Quarter,  it  seems  that 
Things  are  not  yet  quite  settled  in  some  Foreign  Coun- 
tries, whatever  they  may  be  here  ;  yet  I  would  hope 
England  is  more  tranquil  and  flourishing,  and  Trade^and 
Conunerce  increase  amongst  us,  whatever  may  be  the 
Troubles  and  Alterations  taking  place  on  the  Continent 
of  Europe.  In  this  Quarter  there  is  a  mixture  of  Planetary 
Influences,  some  portending  Peace  and  Concord,  whilst 
others  incline  te  Discord,  Sickness,  and  Adversity.  Ju- 
piter and  Saturn  keeping  for  a  tpng  time  within  Orbs  of 
their  Square  or  Quartile  Aspect,  as  they  come  to  another 
Aspect  of  the  same  sort,  the  latter  end  of  August ;  Jupiter 
moving  direct,  while  Saturn  is  moving  backwards;  this 
cannot  fail  of  producing  some  Differences  in  various  Coun- 
tries, and  I  think  it  is  likely  to  fell  upo*  France  and  Spain 
in  particular  ;  though  I  see  the  Turks  are  somewhat 
alarmed,  as  well  as  some  other  Countries,  with  the  ap- 
pearance of  what  is  coming  forward.

the  same  time  wheeling  us  into  the  North  away  froin  the 
Sui),  which  fl  ings  on  our  Winter  Quarter.
